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SMUT. IN SEED. 


A circula: has been recently issued 
by the grain buyers of South Ed- 
montor,dealing with the smut in seed 
question. The following is a copy of 
the circwar : 

The immense. damage caused by 
smut, and.the.subsequent troubte and 
difficulty experienced in handling 
smutted wheat, has assumed such pro- 
portions,; that the Winnipeg Grain 
and Produce Exchange considers it of | 
the utmost importance that the -sub- 
ject of swut should be brought to the 
attention of every grain grower in 
Manitoba and the Northwest Territor- 
ies, in crder-that, so far as possible, 
there should aot be a repetition of Jast 
year’s experience. ur market is no 
longer local. Wenow have to seek 
British and continential markets, and 
the foreign buyer already looks with 
distrust on our grain, owing to the 
deploraily smutted condition of the 
crop. With the remedy in his hands 
no farmer should prove untrue to his 
own interests, or the interests of the 
country, by allowing this trouble to 
continue. The principle cause of the 
evil is the sowing of frosted and other 
poer seed, and “the failure to treat 
even apps arently good seed for smut 
before sowing. Take the following 
illustration .of the loss entailed by 
using poor seed : 

Say a farmer seeds 100 acres. If with 
frosted or other poor seed, the cost 
will be 175 —— at 50c. "= $87. 50; 
when good grain will cost—133 bushels 
at 75c. = $100, or a difference of $12.50 
for a 100 acres. Now experience has 
proved, from actual tests at the ex- 
perimental farms at Brandon and 
Indian Head, that the loss last year 
by sowing poor seed on 100 acres, 
was, at a very low estimate, $250. 

During t!.e past year 1897, the first 
season that Alberta has exporied 
wheat, it has suffered serious loss 
from smut. Of the estimatea 300,000 


bushels marketed in Edmonton dis- ! 


trict fully two-thirds has been re- 
jected. This wheat has been soid at 
an average of 10c per bushel less than 
would have been realized on the saine 
wheat freo of smut, and therefore 
there is a direct Joss to the district of 


$20,000 approxim ately, in addition to 
the reduced yield. The matter of loss 
in the latier respect cannot be esti- 
mated, Lut in some instances half the 
growing crop has been found to be 
s nut. 

Remedy: Choose the best and 


sound«st seed you can procure, and 
soak it for ten minutes in brine of the 


ordinary strength used for pickling 
pork (that is in which an egg ora 
potato will float), stir the seed well 
and skim iif the light grains, smut 
balls sia stirt, which rise to the sur- 
face. ‘Tic take out the seed and 
immerse is a solution composed of 
one pound of bluestone, dissolved in a 
pailful of warm water, (for everv 


seven bushels of seed to be treated). 
The seed may be placed in a basket or 
sack, and plunged into the bluestone 
mixture, where it should be kept until 
every grain has been thoroughly wet- 
ted. Now, drain the seed; and dust 
it with lime until the grains are 
white, and they will dry quickly; 
while germination will be greatly 
assisted. 

The bluestone treatment for smut 
should be applied to oats as well. In

slide occurred which buried several 
cabins. The alarm was spread, and 
many people were endeavoring to 
work back to Sheep Camp when the 
big one came.

J. A. Raines, of Maine, who was 
fortunate enough to be dug out alive, 
says: “All of a sudden I heard a 
loud report and instantly felt myself 
going swiftly down the hill. Looking 
around I saw many others buried, 
some with their feet out and head 
buried out of sight, and others vice 
versa. When I struck the bottom I 
tried to run, but the snow caught me 
and I was instantly buried beneath 
thirty feet of snow and rock, being on 
the verge of death by suffocation 
when I was reached by the rescuers.”

RAILWAY BILL PASSED. 


An Ottawa despatch of the 13th, 
says: ‘The railway committee of the 
house of commons this morning passed 
bil] number twenty-three authorizing 
J. J. Shallcross, M. St. John, of Vic- 
toria; A. L. Clark, of Yukon, and 
John Connor, of St. John, N. B., to 
construct tramways from Lindeman 
to Bennett, around White Horse 
rapids, 2nd past Five Finger rapids on 
the Lewes river, to overcome these 
obstructions. Two years were given 
in which to complete the work al- 
though many of the committee thought 
twelve months enough. 


Another bill incorporating the 
Miles Canon and White Horse tram- 
way company was passed. 

Nicol Kingsmill, Q. C., promotec a 
bill authorizing the Calgary & Ed- 
monton railway company to construct 
a spur from Calgary to Macleod c:n- 
neciing with the Crow’s Nest pass 
railway. The bill passed. 

Judge Clarke explained to the com- 
mittee, bill number forty-six respect- 
ing the C. P. R. It authorizes the 
company to‘construct two pieces of rail- 
way, five orsix miles in length, be- 
tween Wabigon on the main line and 
Rainy River, part of which route. con- 
sists of water stretches. The bill also 
authorized the company to construct 
branches anywhere in cases where the 
ways form a part of the through route. 
This power is applied to British Co- 
lumbia mining districts. Objection 
was taxen by Mr. Morrison, that 
under these powers the C. P. R. 
might crowd out the Kaslo and Slocan 
railway. 

Hon. Mr. Clair finally satisfied the 
committee by proposing an amend- 
ment limiting the extensicns to ten 
miles and making the applications 
public, subject to the governor-in- 
council and that planus be filed. The 
bill passed. 

A bill was taken up giving the C. 
P. R. road, known as the Nakusp and 
Slccan railway, running from Nakusp 
to Sandon, B. C., power to construct 
branches thirty miles in length. Mr. 
Morrison opposed it as designed to 
cripple and vitimately destroy the 
Kaslo and Slocan road. Judge Clarke 
consented to limit the power to the 
branches of the ten miles, but Mr 
Morrison asked that the bill stand

THE CHILKOOT AVALANCHE. 


Skagway, Alaska, April 9.—The 
horror on the Dyea trail is growing in 
maguitude hourly. As the work of 
rescue proceeds it become more appar- 
ent that many more lives were lost 
than was at first thought possible. It 
is now believed that between 50 and 
100 men and women were killed by 
the avalanche. 


Many bodies will never be recover. 
ed until the summer sun melts the 
snow and ice that now bury them 
from sight, 


Two cr three thousand men are 
working in relays of as many as can 
stand side by side, shoveling away 
the debris in search of the dead and 
dyi ing. 

Twenty-two dead bodies have been 
recovered and identified, and 25 have 
been taken out alive. 


Sevent-en employes of the Chilkoot 
railway and tram company, who went 
up to the summit on the morning of 
the slide to Work, are missing, and it 
is feared they acre among the lost. It 
is estimated that 10,000 tons of out- 
fits are buried under the snow and ice.

An item is going the rounds of the 
press to the effect that there are 17 
Montrealers at Edmonton who are 
anxiously awaiting the arrival of Mr. 
J. C. Hogmard, with money and sup- 
plies to “take ‘them to the Klondike. 
They each deposited $250 with Mr. 
Hogmard at Mentreal, but as yet have 
only had transpor tation to Edmonton 
in return. 


Inquiry at the camp of the Klon- 
dikers here elicits the fact that Hog- 
mard represented himself to the com- 
pany in Montreal as a capitalist who 
desired to put some money in the pro- 
ject, and Leing possessed of a smooth 
manner, succeeded in getting a con- 
siderable sum of money from the com- 
pany, orthe members of the expedi- 
tion, for the purpose of purchasing the 
outfit, Hogmard and h‘s wife were 
to aceompany the party, but decamp- 
ed for parts unknown. The expedi- 
tion was already on the road and 
after their arrival here they dis- 
covered that the outfit which Hog- 
mard was supposed to have purchased 
had never been bought. The abscond- 
ing Hogmard was traeed to New 
York. A representative of the com- 
pany is expected in this week for the 
purpose of squaring matters with the 
men here.

ATHABASCA LANDING. 


Gecgraphically, there are other 
places as important as the Landing 
for starting for the gold fields, but to 
people here note are more so. A 


visit heres all that is necessary to 
convince one of the truth of this 
statement. 


Less than three months ago the 
“Klondiker” upon descending the 
winding slope leading to the river bot- 
tom which constitutes thelocationof the 
village, was the Hudson Bay fort ware- 
houses and out-buildings, the Atha- 
basca, saw mill and Engiish church, 
the police barracks, two heuses, a few 
shacks, and train dogs galore; high 
hills, snow two feet deep and all is 
told. To-day the scene is changed. 
The scores of white tents that dot the 
hill side and the river bottom almost 
succeed in sustaining the snow im- 
pression of two months back. The 
Hudson’s Bay Company have survey- 
ed a town site from a portion of their 
property and shops of different kinds 
are being erected sc the north bound 
traveller will be able to replenish his 
stock. The stage line between Ed- 
monton and the Landing has been 
bringing the mail once a week to 
gladden the hearts of an eager crowd, 
composed of many nationalities, who 
gather every stage night to hear the 
news of the outside world. All kinds 
and shades cf people are here, eld and 
young, big and little. A Holfander, 
six feet seven inches tall, is the long- 
est man in camp, and a French- 
Canadian, four feet six inches, holds 
the hot cross bun, made at the local 
bakery, and presented on Good Friday 
to the smallest on record. 


The sojourners here have fallen into 
the habit of christening the different 
sections of the settlement after reasons 
of their own, as follows: East and 
West Chicago are places or camping 
grounds east and west of the village 
proper and ‘so-called because of the 
Chicago men there who outnumber 
their fellow campers four to one. 
The north town is on the north side 
of the river where Woods & McNeil 
have their boat building yard, and 
several other parties—mostly from 
Ontario—are camped. ‘There is only 
one street and that revals in the name 
of “Fifth Avenue,” and the visitor 
upon walking up the trail leading 
from the river will notice a sign upon 
a spruce tree, painted in red paint, 
which tells him that he ison the bon 
ton street of the town. Sturgeon’s 
landing is further up the river aud is 
named after its first settler, Jim 
Sturgeon. This location is familarily 
known as “ The warmest baby in the 
bunch,” and it is certainly entitled te 
its name as it catehes the first sun in 
the morning and has among its camp- 
ers a colored man who sings exceeding- 
ly well the popular song from which 
it takes its name. <A row of shacks 
southeast of the H. B. fort enjoys 
the distinctien of being the first thing 
in the village to resemble a street and 
it bears the title of Bohemian Row. 
Every shade of opinion, on topics 
ranging from gold mining down to the 
qualities of pain killer cordial, is here 
nightly discussed. Ten difterent 
languages are spoken among the ten- 
ants of this row, and they boast among 
their number, an artist, two miners, 
three carpenters, two ex-tramps, one 
actor, one ex-policeman from Boston, 


one reformed temperance lecturer, an 
Englishman who plays the banjo very 
well, one boat builder, one butcher, 
two old men occupation unknown, 
destination Peel river, and seventeen 
dogs of every species known to 
science. To reside in Bohemian Row 
is considered an honor and room is 
atapremium. All things considered 
the Landing is abont as orderly a 
place as a man would care to live in. 
Bishop Young, of the English church, 
is avery familiar figure and can be 
seen daily walking from camp to 
camp, where his council, both spiritual 
and practical, is well given and receiv- 
ed. The church is weli filled every 
service night by men of all de- 
nominations. 


The different steamboat companies 
are busy on their boats. The “ Spar- 
row” is very nearly complete and will 
be without a doubt a splendid boat, 
built on graceful lines, She is 65 feet 
over all, twelve foot beam, six feet 
depth of hold and 60 horse power 
screw engines, with Scotch marine 
boilers. The Alaska Mining & Trad- 
ing Co.’s yard is a very busy place 
and work on their boats is being 
pushed ahead rapidly. Their ma 
chinery comes from Chicago. Mr. 
John Fraser has a staff of men work- 
ing on the Wilson & Macdonald boats 
and work is being pushed along with 
all speed. Their machinery is from 
the C. H. Willard Co., of Chicago, 
and the Polson Iron Works of Toron- 
to. Hundreds of other boats, after 
the York, the scow, and sturgeon 
head models are being built by the 
smaller parties. There are also seven or 
eight steam launches here, and a busier 
scene itis hard to find. The appear- 
ance of the ice indicates a break short- 
ly, and the 600 or 700 men sojourning 
here are eagerly waiting its move, when 
some of their pent up excitement can 
be got rid of. From present appear- 
ances, and figuring from the number 
who have come in lately, 2,000 people 
are likely to pass here during May and 
June. There is plenty of room for 
thousands more. The 600 or 700 who 
are here are not a dropin the bucket. 
Of all things that go to show whether 
the route is likely to be a success or 
not, are the comments of those who, 
having gone some hundreds of miles, 
have had ample time to size up the 
situation and find out from reliable 
sources as to its practicability. These 
comments are unanimously that the 
success of the route is a foregone con- 
clusion. (Quite 200 of the many here 
have been turned this way owing to 
the crush at the coast, and these, to- 
gether with those who came for other 
reasons, are perfectly satisfied with 
their choice.

They consist of fabulously rich bench 
claims on the sides of Hopkins gulch, 
and between Little and Big Skookum 
guiches. Details are brought down by 
Jaek O’Gara and Kobert Ilsley, who 
left Dawson on March 10. O’Gara 
reporis that the new bench diggings 
are proving as rich asthe bed rock of 
the best creeks. He says that nuggets 
of pure gold, ranging in value from 
$100 to $594 have been dug out of the 
side hills of the two Skookums and 
that the like of it was never seen be- 
fore. The gold runs in size from coarse 
gold and flaxseed nuggets to chunks of 
yellow metal nearly as large as a man’s 
hand. O’Gara says the season’s out- 
put will be thereby doubled, amount- 
ing to at.least $20,000,000, or 50 tons 
of gold.
